1. RESPONSES TO REQUEST FOR NOMINATIONS TO MULTI DONOR TEAM 
ARE PROVIDING SOME UNANTICIPATED RESULTS. NETHERLANDS SWEDEN 
(2) GERMANY UK AND US ARE PROVIDING OUTSIDE EXPERTS AND DENMARK 
IS ASSIGNING TWO FIELD PEOPLE WHO ALSO WILL WORK ON TECHNICAL 
TEAMS. FED HAS INDICATED ITS LOCAL PERSONNEL WILL BE AVAILABLE 

AS HAVE FRENCH BUT DISTINCTION BETWEEN LOCAL RESOURCE PERSONNEL 
AND MDM MEMBERS IS A BIT CLOUDY. CONSEQUENTLY STEVENSON 
IS INVITING THEM TO DESIGNATE SENIOR FIELD PEOPLE AS TEAM 
MEMBERS. BELIEVES BOTH FED AND FAC WILL DO SO. AND WANTS TO BE 
SURE U.S. HAS SAME OPPORTUNITY. (SITUATIONS ARE NOT IDENTICAL 
SINCE HE EXPECTS FED TO DESIGNATE EACH CONTROLEUR DELEGUE 
AND FRENCH PROBABLY THEIR SENIOR COUNTRY REPRESENTATIVE). 

2. ALONG WITH THIS. IN VIEW OF CHAD SITUATION THE DESIRE 
FOR SIX RATHER THAN FIVE U.S. PEOPLE ON TECHNICAL TEAMS HAS 
ABATED SOMEWHAT, AND STEVENSON IS RAISING QUESTION WHETHER 
WE WOULD LIKE TO DESIGNATE ONE OF THE 6 FOR THE MDM. AS WITH 

THE DANES, SUCH INDIVIDUAL COULD SERVE ON BOTH TECHNICAL AND MDM 
TEAMS IF U.S. SO DESIRED. 

3. PROBLEM THEREFORE IS TWO FOLD - DOES U.S. WISH TO DESIGNATE 
ONE OF THE SIX FOR MDM, AND DOES U.S. WISH TO DESIGNATE ANY FIELD 
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PERSONNEL AS MDM MEMBERS.
